(Group  1),  Spring  Champion  Stakes  (Group  1), 
Canterbury  Guineas  (Group  1),  Peter  Pan 
Stakes  (Group  2),  Gloaming  Stakes  (Group  2) 
and  also  won  (Group  2)  Turnbull  Stakes  at 
Flemington  defeating  the  great  mare  “Sunline”. 


John  has  been  involved  with  another  dozen 
or  so  racehorses  since  “Fairway”,  including 
“Unearthly”  and  “One  World”  who  are 
racing  at  present. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  Tatts  for  10  years 
and  an  early  morning  regular  at  the  gym  for 
quite  a  while.  He  admits  to  being  a  little 
slack  in  getting  out  of  bed  over  the  winter 
months  but  will  certainly  be  cranking  up 
again  very  soon.  He  has  missed  the  early 
morning  welcomes  from  Bobby  Sanders.
